j; More than one billion dollars a year is 
t&e department of agriculture’s estimate of 
the damage 
done in this

The greater part of this is damage 
to farm crops, but a considerable propor­ 
tion of it represents the toll paid by forest 
trees to the insect foes that affect them. Of 
course, it is impossible to attain absolute 
accuracy in a calculation of this kind, but 
the department’s conclusions are based on 
careful and comprehensive studies by ex­ 
perts of the highest competence. 
Interesting as these figures are, even 
more interesting from the practical point 
o f view is the conclusion of the scientists 
fhat at least ten times more can be accom­ 
plished by the conservation of birds which 
destroy insect pests than by the application 
oí artificial remedies. This is a fact which

means of combatting insects. 
Great diffi­ 
culties attend the employment of methods 
of this sort on even a small scale, and their 
employment on a large scale is probably 
q&t of the question.

Protect the birds

crease, and a great part of that annual bil­ 
lion dollar loss will be saved.

THE NATIONAL ASHHEAP. 
From the K ansas City Journal. 
For many decades the United States has 
had a constantly growing ash heap, the re­ 
sult of a rapidly increasing number of fires. 
Last year the damage 
was 
estimated at 
$485,000,000— an outright loss to the re­ 
sources of the country. 
Only once in the 
156 years of the republic has this figure 
been approached, and that was in the year 
of the San Francisco fire. 
This ash heap is being added to at the 
rate of $923 a minute. 
That is, every min­ 
ute of the day, property valued at $923 is 
destroyed by fire. 
Every 
month 
of the 
year 1,250 lives are lost— lives that might 
be saved, but which will not be saved until 
there are fewrer of these destructive, hav- 
aging fires, which can be prevented only 
by nation-wide, concerted effort. 
The fuel shortage resulting from the pro­ 
longed coal strike, will introduce many new 
fire hazards, so that Fire Prevention week 
has additional 
opportunities for accomp­ 
lishment. 
Soft coal is being stored in the 
basements of dwellings, apartment houses, 
mercantile buildings and on the premises 
of factories. 
Spontaneous combustion is a 
possible result, necessitating great care* in 
the storage of fuel. 
Many persons are investigating the pos­ 
sibility of using fuel oil and kerosene burn­ 
ers in the furnaces because of the difficulty 
in obtaining coal. 
This necessitates addi­ 
tional precautions, because the storage of 
oil and the danger of bursting feed pipes 
constitute fire hazards. 
The secret of eliminating this tremen­ 
dous annual waste is not only in the main­ 
tenance of efficient fire departments, but 
in the employment of preventive measures. 
Fire departments 
do not prevent a fire 
from starting—they merely try to keep it 
from doing additional damage after much 
already has been done. 
The duty of lifting this economic burden 
from the shoulders of the nation lies with 
the individual householder, who, through ! 
the observance of precautionary measures, 
of correct building, the proper storage of 
fuel and other rules that are simple, yet ef­ 
fective, can do much toward eliminating 
an annual loss w hich, if it is continued, will 
retard the economic progress of the nation.

T WAS on June 14, 1904. that Kent 
Loomis, brother of F. B. Loomis, 
the assistant secretary of state, sailed 
from New York on board the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II, bearing with him the text 
>f a treaty between the United States 
and Abyssinia—a treaty concerning 
which there had been much conjecture 
and speculation on the part of certain 
European powers. 
Under ordinary circumstances Loom 
's would have taken his wife and child 
vith h im ; on this occasion, he con­ 
sidered it best to leave them behind j 
In Parkersburg, W. V., both on account 
of the fact that h e was on a diplo­ 
m atic mission and because be Intended ^ 
to participate In some big-game hunt­ 
ing after delivering the treaty to King 
Menrlik 
Nothing unusual 
occurred on tne j 
trip until the morning of June 20, the 
day on which the steam er was due to 
lock at Plymouth, England. It was 
then noted that Loomis* seat at the 
aptaln’s 
table 
was empty 
and 
a 
rew ard was dispatched to find out if 
he were ill. A few minutes later the 
steward returned with the news that 
Loomis' berth had not been occupied 
»nd an immediate search of the ship 
as ordered—but without bringing to 
light the slightest trace of the repre 
«tentative of the American government 
Several passengers volunteered the 
Information 
that 
they had 
seen 
Loomis on 
deck shortly after 
mid­ 
night and William E. Ellis, cabin- 
mate and traveling companion of the 
missing passenger, declared that his 
friend s absence from the cabin had 
not alarmed 
him because of the fact 
that Loomis 
had come in at a fairly 
late hour on several previous e'eron^" 
British officials at Plymouth and the 
French officers at Fherbourg repeated 
the search of the steamer, but In vain 


Nothing was missing from the cabin 
save the suit which Loomis was wear­ 
ing at the time and even the flat dis 
patch box which contained the text of 
the treaty was found concealed be­ 
neath a pile of clothing in one com er 
of Loomis’ trunk. 
Investigation de­ 
veloped the fact, however, that the 
State departm ent massenger had been 
In the habit of carrying this box in 
his pocket and had laid it aside on the 
previous evening only because It made 
an unseemly bulge in the dress clothes 
which he had donned in honor of the 
< aptaln’s dinner. 
During the next few weeks jum ors 
all kinds filfed the press on both 
Qdes of the Atlantic. I^oomis had cone 
suddenly mad and had been placed in 
a sanatorium. He had slipped off the

The illustration gives you an idea 
of the earliest stone knives.

deep down in the earth. 


A stone knife found 
in France, 
near St. Acheul. 
It is one of the 
oldest knives in the world, being 
probably 175,000 or 200,000 years old.

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whether Loomis might have fallen and 
struck his head against a projecting 
portion of the ironwork on the steam­ 
er. 
Examination of the K aiser Wil­ 
helm’s log showed, however, that the 
sea had been extremely calm on the 
night that Loomis came to his death 
and that there had not been enough 
roll to cause anyone to lose his foot­ 
ing. Besides, there was the evidence j 
of the manner in which the body was 
clothed. 
The coat was missing, the

‘here were other signs of rough treat­ 
ment before Loomis had struck the 
water. 
It was therefore practically certain 
that the messenger had been mur- 
lered.

THREE MEALS AT A 
COST OF QUARTER 


By the Associated Presa. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 9.— 
For a fraction more than a quarter a 
day one can be provided with three 
meals and enough calories to enable 
him to do a full day’s work. That is, 
eating for a quarter a day is possible 
if one is an inmate of the State peni­ 
tentiary here. 
Figures made public today show 
that the average cost of feeding pris­ 
oners per capita is .2516 cents a day, 
a little more than eight cents a 
meal. 
According to W. E. Sloat, secre­ 
tary to the prison board, this 
low 
cost of feeding prisoners is due in 
large part to the purchasing of sup­ 
plies in large quantities. In addition 
a great amount of foodstuffs is raised 
i on the penitentiary farm and convict 
labor makes the cost of production 
negligible. 
I 
In addition to other foodstuffs, the 
penitentiary this year raised more} 
than 2,000 bushels of potatoes, 100,- 
000 heads of cabbage, 6,000 bushels 
of wheat and 20,000 bushels of corn, 
Mr. Sloat said. 
Some idea of the magnitude 
of 
feeding the penitentiary's inmates 
can be obtained 
from figures 
Mr. 
Sloat gave out on the 
amount 
of 
some kinds of food used. Each day 
2,500 pounds of bread is consumed, 
as are 2,500 pounds of meat, 
300 


Ions of coffee and 500 pounds 
of 
sugar. 
The menu is changed 
for 
each 
meal and the quarter a day provides 
a varied diet. 
A typical week-day 
bill of fare follows: Breakfast: cal­

CHICAGO? Oct. 
5.—A monument 
to 
Eugene Field, the 
“children’s 
poet”* was unveiled in Lincoln Park 
this afternoon, commemorating, by 
its erection, the interest of the chil­ 
dren of Chicago in the author of 
“Little Boy Blue,” “Wynkon, Blyn- 
ken and Nod” and the rest of his 
series of lullabys. 
The children, through newspaper 
funds, raised nearly $10,000 toward 
the cost of the emorial, the remain­ 
der beii.g donated by the Ferguson 
; Fund, a trust founded by Its donor 
for the erection of statues in 
the 
I city’s public parks. 
Two small grandchildren of 
the 
poet, Jean Field Foster and Robert 
Field, pulled the cords which 
un­ 
veiled the monument. 
Melville E. Stone, counsellor and 
former general manager of the Asso­ 
ciated Press, deli/e.ed the principal 
address. Mr. Stone, while associated 
with Mr. Victor Lawcon in the publi­ 
cation of the Chicago Daily 
News, 
| brought the poet to Chicago 
from 
Denver in 1883, and 
he remained 
with the News until his death, in 
1896. 
% 
The memorial shews 
a brooding 
angel hovering over 
two 
sleeping 
children and dropping the sand 
of 
dreams into theiu eyes. 
Beneath, 
on one side are Jarved the cpenlng 
lines of the poet’s “Dutch Lullaby.” 
Wynken, Blynken and Nod one night, 
Sailed off in a wooden shoe 
Sailed on a river of crystal light 
Into a sea of dew. 
Opposite are four lines trom the 
“Sugar Plum Tree.” 
Have you ever heard of the Sugar 
Plub Tree? 
*Tis a marvel of great renown. 
It blooms on the shore of the lollipop 
sea 
In the garden of Shut Eye Town. 
A fountain, marble benches 
and 
the plain inscription 
“To 
Eugene 
Field” complete 
the memorial. 
It 
was designed by Edward McCartan, 
of New York City. 
Slason Thomp­ 
son, a newspaper friend of Mr. 
Field’s Chicago days, presided. 
Be­ 
sides Mr. Stone, the Rev. William E. 
Barto*. also spoke, and Mrs. Louise 
Harrison Slade sang the “Dutch Lul­ 
laby." 
Eugene 
Field was 
born 
at St. 
Louis in 1850, either on September 2 
or September 3. 
The Field 
family 
genealogy gives the latter date as 
the correct one, taough the poet for 
most of his life obs* rved the former 
as his birth date. 
His mother died when he was six. 
and most of his youth was .-pent at 
the home of his cousin, Miss Mary F. 
French, at Amherst, Mass. 
His de­ 
votion to Miss French found expres- 
| sion when he published his first vol- 
ue of verse, w hich he dedicated to 
| her. 
Folowing a trip to Europe shortly 
: after he attained his majority, 
he 
! became a newspaper paragrapher at 
St. Louis, later going to S t Joseph, 
Kansas City and Denver. 
Although most of his working life 
was spent in newspaper offices, and 
the columns he conducted won fame, 
his newspaper career has been prac­ 
tically forgotten by many, while mil­ 
lions know his poems. 
Most of his 
verse originally appeared in his col­ 
umn “Sharps and Flats” in the Chi­ 
cago Daily News and in similar col­ 
umns in others cities. 
Of all his writings none is better 
known, perhaps, than 
the poignant 
lines of “Little Boy Blue.”
